May Be Sold in Sept. 


Two important changes have 
been announced by WPB which 
will result in aiding the purchase! 
af lumber by householders, repair-! 
men, stores, and less essential in- 
dustries. . : 

Sawmillg and lumber distribu- 
tors may deliver No 4 and lower 
glades of Douglas fir, southern 
pine, western -hemlock, westera 
red cedar and sitka spruce, and 
Wo 3 and lower grades of all spe- 
cies of hardwood on uncertified 
orders, This provision is effective 
only during the month of Septem-| , 
ber, although lumber distributors 
may deliver lumber to their custo-| 
mers on uncertified orders be- 
yond September 30 where the lum- 
ber they sell was placed in transit 
by their suppliers before Oct. 1. 
The sale of such lumber is in addi- 
tion to the 6000 to 8000 board feet 
previously set aside for uncertified

His space was so small he couldn't 
squirm around to relieve his own 
weight from his paining back. He 
couldn’t straighten out his legs, 
which were bent above him. He 
couldn’t see out of his little prison. 
Ke had not had a bite to eat or a 
drop of water, All this for eight 
days and nights. 

Yet when we found him his physi- 
cal condition was strong, and his 
mind was as calm and rational as 
though he were sitting in a London 
club, He was in agony, yet-in his 
correct Oxford accent he even 
apologized for taking up our time 
to get him out,

IN WASHINGTON THE theorists 
whose arinounced. purpose has been, 
and still js, to ‘‘make over’ Ameri- 
ca, te:d)‘us that, following the close 
of the war, private enterprise will 
be given an opportunity to demon- 
strate whether or not it will still 
work, If, when peace comes, private 
enterprise can provide ‘full em- 
ployment,” the profit system will be 
allowed to continue, but if not it 
must give way to the planned 
economy of the theorists, 

Just what is meant by ‘‘ful} em- 
ployment?’ With the demands of a

workers and another 10 million in 
the armed services. We have heard 
much of manpower shortage; indus- 
tries have competed wildly in the 
labor market;. women, some mil- 
lions of them, have been asked to, 
and have, filled men’s jobs. Must 
private enterprise in peace time 
provide from 50 to 60 million jobs 
if it is to be allowed to continue as 
America's economic system? 

In 1939, one year before Pearl 
Harbor, we were producing much in 
the way of war equipment for Eng- 
land and for our own war prep*ra- 
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tions. We were then told the depres- |

1939 34 million workers had jobs, 
That condition followed an expendi- 
ture of some 20 billion dollars on the 
part of the government in an effort 
to create a market for American 
farms and factories.
